REMARKS 

Claims 25, 39-43 are pending and stand rejected on § 101 subject matter and prior art 
grounds. Applicant has carefully considered the Office Action and associated comments therein 
and accepts the recommendation provided, relating to language necessary to overcome the § 101 
proper subject matter rejection. 

In addition, applicant has amended the claims to more clearly delineate the attendance 
right option characteristics, including vesting properties. Several other cosmetic changes have 
been made. 

Applicant wishes to express his appreciation for the courtesy extended during the 
interview held on April 9, 2004 regarding the above amendments. It was agreed that the § 101 
issue was properly addressed and that the amendments had significantly advanced prosecution on 
prior art grounds.
